SA Ourteous Readers, in this following Sermon, you will 
meet ſometzme with ths Title, The men of 
Weſtminſter, 7 aefire you wonld not concerve, 
that thereby i intended the Parliament of Bng- 
land (as ſome are pleaſed tocall them ,) but only 
that powerfull Fattion there abiding, or thereun- 
to relating, which doth oppoſe the Lords Anoynted, (ubterting our 
Religion, peace, and Nation : for if (as themſcives teach) ſome may, 
({ notwithſtanding their Oath of eAllegiance, ) reſiſt by force of

Now the firſt of theſe is the Doctrine of this Text, and the

(faith rhe Text ) that ſeekes Rebellion: ſure then Rebellion it 
ſelfe muſt needs. be a wicked worke, ora worke of wicked- 
neſle, becaute 'tis that which in the judgement of Gods: ſpt- 
rit, wicked men only ſeek for, or thirſt after ;. there 1s your 
Doctrine. o 
The ule followes naturally, and*tis thisz It it be ſo, then. 
Pts the duty of all good. men 'to oppole Rebellion, androen- 
cavour the ſuppreſſion of rebellious men, yea, it extreame. 
leyerity. be exerciſed upon ſuch, they have but. their due por- 
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tion allotted themof the Lord : for ſais the Text, 4 crnell 
meſſenger ſhall be ſent unto him, 

Thus you ſee the Text doth well ſute the occaſion, if my 
diſcourſe ſhall but as well ſute the Text, and your attention 
{ noble Gentlemen and Souldiers ) my diſcourſe ; I hope 
through Gods bleſſing, our meeting will not be altogether 
fruitlefſe and unprofitable, 

But for the better knowledge of che Rebels and their 
worke : of your ſelves and your owne duty, Ile give you a 
more full deſcription of both, and that from the T eXttoO ; 
which to my apprehenſion doth offer unto us a double diſco- 
very; one of the Kings enemies, and another of his friends 
or good Souldiers, 

The enemy is diſcovered by three particulars, inthe for- 
mer part of the verſe ; 

I, Byhis naturall diſpoſition , Heis malns, an evill man.

1: © 1.» His naturall diſpoſition, he is malw, an evill man, An e- 
___ will man ſcekes Rebellien, ſome read Rebells tantum querit ma- 
lam, a Rebellious man ſeekes onely milchiefe; io making a 
Rebell & a wicked man to be all one, as they do miſchiefe 8& 
Rebellion to bethe ſamething ; and indeed lo they are,adde 
but »oft to wicked, turne Þut walrus into peſsimme, and they are 
IE Toe En Synony macs, 
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Synonymaes, and may be predicated of each other, and then 
the DoRrine is in theſe words ; 

A Rebell cs a moſt wicked man, of a moſt malignant diſþoſuti9n. Dot. 

I ſay a moſt wicked man, becauſe Rebellion i it ſelfe / as we 
ſhall (hew anon ) is the very height and top of all miſchicfe, 
thereforc he that is artived at that pitch of wickedneſle, as to 
be a Rebell muſt needs be a moſt wicked man. 

Now, 1 would have you know that by Rebellion, I meane 
that which is againſt the King, and I define it to be, 4 reſting 
the Authority, and a violent oppoſing the will and perſon of the law- 
full Governonr ; which being a finne forbidden 1n the Com- 
mandement of the ſecond Table, 15 more againſt the light of 
nature, then Rebellion againſt God only. 

Every wicked man 1s a Rebell againſt God, and G nneth a- 
eainſt grace and piety, yet being endued with humanity and 
mora}l honeſty, ſuch may happily live inopedience to rhetr 
Prince, and may fight for him, againſt thoſe that doc refiſt 
him ; But they that rebell 20ainlt the King, {inne not onely 
aoainſt piety, but even againſt nature 1t ſelte, and grace doth 
ſeldome overtake ſuch men , they are ſo highly wicked; 10 
farre, or lo fully malignant, 

' . Cajetan inakes a difference betweene facineroſum and rebel. 
iem, a naughty man, and arebell : a naughty man (ſaies he} 
will admit of evill, and commit it too, upon occaſions of 
gaine or pleaſure, 'but a rebell is he thar udies milchietc, 
and ſeckes occaſions to foment rebellion, 

And, indeed the diſtinRton is good, only give me leave ro 
adde this, I doc belecve ( for my part ) thar every wicked 
man whois arebell againſt God ineſſe, is alſoa rebell againſt 
the King in poſſe : he that is not converted to God by grace, 
may in rime prove a rebell unto his King : Hethat loves nor 
tie King for con{cience ſake, in regard of the oath or com- 
mand of God, 1s neithe: 200d man, nor a truly good ſub- 
Kt they. that hold with the King for their wealth ſaketo 
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keepe that, or that ſerve him only for their pay, I make no 
queſtion, bur if others could give them better ſecurity for 
rheir Eftates, or would give them betrer wages, they would 
make no matter to caſt off their preſent obedience ; ſuch men 
are bur like the Cananites in the booke of the Fudges, who 
when they could getability and advantage to themielves, did 
ſhake offthe yoake of 7{rae!, and tooke part with the enemies 
againſt their Governours : I wiſh theſe preſent times had 
not ſpoken too loudly to this purpoſe ; {urcly as feare God and 
the King, fo love God and ihe King go together. 

But further I grant this, "(is one thing facere alum, and a- 
nother thing querere malum, even a good man may unadvis- 
{edly orthrough weakneſle doe evill, but not purpoſely ſeeke 
to doc it; He may be an aſliſtcr 7», but not a contriver of Re- 
bellion; and ſuch a one may be recovered out of the ſnare 
of Satan, ( asthoſe are who are come from the Rebeils unto 
us, ) for why « Rebellion 1s bur adventitious unto fuch a 
one, whereas unto the other *tis naturall, yea 'us his naturall 
diſpoſition to rebell; and of ſuch a Rebell, the Text ſpeaks : 
and him I affirmeto be a moſt wicked man, a man of a moſt 
malignant diſpoſition, which I prove thus. 

This rebellious diſpoſition or inclination is bred and borne 
with him,and ſo is riverted into his very foule. David ſpeak- 
ing of ſuch, Pſalm.58. 3, 4. &c. layes, They are refrattary 
from the wombe, ſo ſoene as they are borne, they go aſtray, and ſpeake 
lyes ( the true practice of all Rebells) rhe poyſorn of their lipps is 
zbe poyſen of a [erpent, ( blaſting the credit and reputation of 
their betters, ) they are like the deafe adder which ſtoppeth her care, 
and will not hearken to the voice of charmers, charme they never ſo 
wiſely, 7,e. they will not be per{waded by any good counſell 
to put off their miſchievous diſpoſition of evill ſpeaking and 
evill doing. 

\ For indeed as 'tis in them 46 #t:0, from their beginning, 
{0 it abides in them alwaics, Rebels quarit duniaxas malum 
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({aies the Text) A rebellious man ſeckes only evill, he mindes. 
nothing clle, he is alway inclining to the way of Rebeilion,as 
a ſtone is unro irs center, ſome tranſlations read, tartum Re- 
bells only a rebellious man mindes this miſcheife, which tyes 
itas a Property to him alone, only he and none elte ſtudyes 
rebellion: nor will he by any meanes be moved to ceaſe ſoto 
do, for ſayes Solomon inthe words immediately going be- 
fore the text, an hundred ſtripes will not enter into a foole, he 1s [@ 
farre from being amended by correRions that he ſtil] perſiſts 
in hisrebellious way, and ſeckes ro a@t miſcheife, eventill a 
_ eruell meſſenzer be ſent unto bim, not to give himmore ſtripes, 
for they will do himno good, butevento cut himofi from 
having a being. - 
inthe former Chapter Prov. 16. 27,2 3,29, this rebellious 
man is well ſer forth by his titles, and by his practices, theſe 
we ſhall note in the next point bur obſerve his titles now. 

1. Heis called there v. 27, nequam an unzodly man; and it we 

would know what kind of ungodly man the ſpirit meanes, we 
ſhall ſee jr from the Originall, forthe Hebrew reads it vir Beli- 
al,a man withour yoake,that will not live under Government, 
which in plaine Engliſh is a rebell: 

2. Heis called v. 28,vir perverſeta:um a man of perverlities, 
4 froward man, a man of perverſe lips, of a croſle ſpirit, that 
ſtudies only to thwart, and croſle, and vex, and greive the 
{pirit of others, _ 

3. He is called there S»ſurro a whiſperer of ſlanders, or a 
backbirer, that breakes peace, and makes diviſions among 
freinds: Tremelius reades it Suſurro disjungit ducem, a Whil- 
perer thar makes a ſeperation berwixt the Prince and his peo 
ple, ſoin the 9 verle of this Chapter, there is the {ame phraſe 
apaine zterans rem disjungit ducem, he that repeates a matter 0- 
ver and over, (as backbiters ule to do for want of other faults) 
leperatesthe Prince from his people, or them from him: this 
is another of his properties: | 

- : 4. He 
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4* He is called there in the 29 verl, vir violentie a violent 
man, or a man of bloud, theſe are the titles and conditions of 


arebell,and experience tells us they are true conditions: And 
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who will not ſay, that theſe do ſpeake a Revell to-be a moſt wick- 
ea man, or a man of a moſt malignant diſpoſuton? 

The ground of this malignity of diſpoſition we gather 
from our Saviours words to ſome in whom the ſame was. Joh. 
8.44, Tow are of your Father the Devill, and his workes you will 
do: now the Devill was the firſt rebell that ever was, and the 
firſt ſeducer of others to rebellion, which he did effect, as you 
may {ccin Gen. 3, only by belying and by ſhndering of his 
Soveraigne: now as [ubal and Twubal-Cain were called the Fa- 
thers of them that followed their art and trade which they 
frſt invented, ſo may the Devill be called the Father of all 
rebells: And he we know is ſtiled 5 wes the wicked one 7 
$£059 1n a [peciall manner the moſt malignant one,and they ir 
their meaſure are of a diſpoſition like him-. 

Nay Satan 1s more their Father then inthat ſenſe: heis (as 
[ may ſay) their naturall Father, and as the Godly are (ayd to- 
be partakers of the Godly natare, fo rebeils may be ſayd to be 
partakers of the very Diabolicall nature, his owne wicked ſpt- 
r1t.2Qs in thety, and you may be lure, it a&ts his worke, and in 
his-method,and therefore our Saviour calls thoſe very men it 
another place, ferperts brooge, ard generation of Vipers: now a 
viper(as lome write}doth deſtroy i'ts one damme, whick gave 
K being, and fo didthey their Saviour, and fo do all rebells, 
(yea our reþells) indeavour the deſtruRion of their owne na- 
tion that bred them, of theic owne Soveraigne that preſerved 
them, as Nero ript the Bowells of his owne Mather that bare 
him, ſo dothele Cpairiamater)ripup the very bowells of their 
one Country, that gave birthand breeding tothems =» 

Johannes Aventinus tells us that Maximilian the Empe= 

rour was wont to. call the King of Spaine Rex Hominum, a 
King of en,becauſc his Subjects like mea liv'd in obedience, 


bur 
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but the King of En2/and he would call Rex Driabolorum a King 
of Devills, becauſe the Subjects of this Kingdome had divers 
times rebelled againſt their Soveraigne, (though alwayes to 
their owne ruine,)as in King Fobn, Henry the 39, Edwardthend, 
and Richardthe 24* dayes: And I would to God, that ſomein 
' thisnation, did not now prove themſelves worſe Divells 
then cver; but alaſſe they do, for the Religion here profeſſed 
now, is more oppoſite to this rebellious way, then that which 
was practiſed in thoſe former dayes: But in this, we may 
more fully behold the malignity and vicious diſpoſition of 
Rebellious ſpirits, they arc not capable of Gracious or Evan- 
gelicall inſtructions;never mervailc if they who offered ſpight 
to the cleare- diQates of the Goſpell, do rebell againſt the 
King, 
Therefore be not a Rebell, Truſt not a Rebell: 

I* Bent a Rebell, walke not inthe way with them, for ſo to 
do, will ſpeake you the Devills Childe, and to have reached 
tothe higheſt aire of villanie, your Titles will be the ſame 
which Saint Peter gives to Elimas the Sorcerer. CA0HG, 13, 10. 
Full of all Subtiliy, Childe of the Diwvell, Enemy of righteouſneſſe, 
and perverier of the right wayes of the Lord: you may remem- 
ber for the Honour of Rebellion, that theworſt title that the e- 
vill ſpirit could teach King Saul in the heate of his wrath to 
call Fonathan by, was this, Thou Son of the perverſe and Rebellz- - 
ous Woman, 1 Sam, 20, J0 

2. Truſt not a Rebcll tis Solomons advice Prove.26,25. Though 
he ſpeaketh faire, yer beleive him wot, for there be ſeven (that is a 
multitude of)abhowinaions #n hi heart: they that ſeeke Rebel-. 
lion (as appeares by the practice of ſome in our Nation,) doe 
bold that Principle of the Jeſuites, that they may breake their 
word, promiſe, or oath,ſo it be i» ordine ad cauſam to promote 
theircauſe, and what man that is wiſe will credit ſuch? He 
ibat batetk jſaies Solomon) diſſembleth with bis lips , and tayeth 
4p acceit within him : ſo did theſe men of Hope, when to get 

os I, leave 
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leave'to fit as long as they pleaſed, they promiſed the Reſor- - 
mation of Church and Stare,the payments of rhe Kings debts 
and to make him the moſt glorious Prince in Chriſtendome; 
for how well they have kepr /or indeavoured to keepe) their 
word, let all men judge: They make lyes their refuge, and 
confide in them, and there's reaſon for ir, they are of their 
neereſt kindred, even their owne Brethren, Children with 
themſelves of tac tame Father, I could ſhew you how all the 
founcarion ſtones of their rebellious building are nothing 
but Lyes, and is arcthe pillowes that uphold the ſame, ce- 
mented they are:ogether, with a morter mide of craft, ma- 
lice, and impudency, but experience harh too ſufficiently 
taught this to the whole Nation; beſide I ſhould want time i 
I inould now ſpeake of it; only there is one thing Tle defire 
you to note1n all Rebells: Iris their nature,(being men that 
like £44 have fold themſelves to worke wickedneſſc; to. 
charge (as ne-did) by their Iyes their owne conditions 
and intentions upon others: hows ars he rhat troubles 1ſracl (lain 
th he to Elias) when it was himlelfe; fo Corb and his.com-. 
panions. when they rebelled againſt coſcs and: Aaron did 
charge them for takeing too 1uch upon them, when it was onely 
themielves-that did fo: And Satan when he tempted our f1r{t 
parems to. rebell, did charge moſt wickedly uponthe Lord 
his J0vcraigne, his owne conditions. of falſhood and envy+ 
| Andio his Brood amongſt us, how direaly have they trod 
in his ſteps: for (ſeducing the people to rebell againſt their 
Leige Lord)they have moſt maliciouſly accuſed him of fal- 


fhood. (their owne condition,)and of envy at the welfare and 

happinefle of them, his Subjects, and thar he intended to alter. 
religion, to deſtroy the liberties of Parliament, and the Pro. 
perties of his people; yea and to bring in forrainers to invace 
the. Nation; while themſelves (as wofull experience doth 
BOW teach us) have indeavoured, and in ſome {ort effe&ed 
alland every one of the ſamerthings: wherefore from h 
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fay) learne to be lo wiſe, as not to truſt. a Rebell; and to this 
purpoſe, remember the- example of our Saviour 79%. 2%.'24. 
though they {peake him faire, and made great profeſſions of 
their good will rowards him, and of being his Diſciples, yet 
he would not commit himſelfe unto them, For(ſayth the Text) he 
knew well what was in them, they were ſome of that Serpents - 
brood I ſpake of before. | 
And 2y remember too, how they Cour rebells I meane/ will 
not beleive the King, offering undeſerved mercy and pardon 
unto them, although he Itke that inhabirant-of Heaven Z|. 15. 
hath kept his word with them to his owne lofſes,do you there- 
fore beleive {uch unbeleivers. But what ſhould be rhe reaſon 
of this their ſuſpicion, (ſome will ſay,) why even this; they 
judge of the King by themſelves, they thinke he willdeceive 
them, becauſe they have already, and ſtill thinke to deceive 
him: what paines hath becne taken and ar this preſent is, by 
thoſe Counſellours of Peace at Oxtord, to worke faith in theſe 
_ Infidels, butto no pfirpoſe ; tis true which the Plalmiſt ſayes 
of ſuch men, Let the Charmers .Charme never ſo wiſely they will 
not eare, for 'tis miſcheife onely which they liſten unto, 'tis 
rebellion onely which they lecke after, and arereſolved, yea 
have {worne, and takena Covenant to perſevere in: 
A wicked man ſeekes onely Rebellion: : 
2. Seeketh; this word notes his active diligence: ſeeking 
is ſtudying and deviſeing occaſions and meanes to-promote 
thac which is aimed at, qu47/r rantum, Heis diligent, forhe 
mindeth nothing elſe, but this he minds allwayes: the Leſſon 
or Doctrine is this. : 
Revellious men are exceeaing induſirious and diligent intheir way. 
Taey are allwayes plotting or ating ſomewhat rothe fur. 
$herance, Mich,2. 1. They areviſe iniquity in the night ſeaſon,upon 
thetr beds, and in the day time they praftice what they have deviſed, 
becauſe ({ayththe Text) they have pot power cor the Militia)ingo 
zheir hands; nay ſometime they are fo great with Egge to at 
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that miſcheife which they have plotted in the Evening, a- 
gainſt the righteous man that lives quietly by them: rhat they 
will fetch him our of his bed at midnight: the diligence of 
a rebell is well expreſſed in that place before named, Prov. 
T6, 27, 28, 29+ | 
1. Fir Belial, a Rebell or an ungodly man dzggeth wp evil}, that 
15, he takes paines to undermine his brother, as men do by 
digging to undermine Cities: or he diggs into mens lives to 
find faults, as men do into the earthto finde coales and mer. 
talls; and when with the teeth of his malice he hath dige'd up 
ſomeerrour. or perhaps made it, withthe helpe of Counſell 
Clgg 0 from Hell, h# lipps are as a burning beame to ſhew itunto 
all. 
zl. He ſoweth ſtrife (ſayes the Text) amongſt men, namely 
 Inpublique, by-his perverſenefle and frowardnefle, and »a- 
Keth drviſons among friends in private by his whiſperings: or (as 
was {aid before) betweene the Prince and his people. 

3'y. He inticeth his neighbor into ill wayes with bimſelfe,by 
his cunning inſinuations, or elſe by violence he doth force them 
co helpe him in ating miſchicte.Obſerve bat So/omon's words 
in the place, and you ſhall caſily finde this to be the ſenſe of 
them ; and then ſay whether the Spirit of God doth not moſt 
notably deſcribe the conditions of our Rebells: and I hope 

none of you will gainefay the Holy Ghoſt ſo much,as to doubt 

of thoſe being ſich who have theſe conditions: And indeed 

marke it allway, your owne reading and experience will con- 
firmethis truth unto you; that a Rebell is never idle, butis 
either digging of evill, that is, plotting it, or ſowing of ſtrife, 
that is, planting it ; making breaches, whiſpering lyes,calum- 

niating the honeſt, enticeing the ſimple, threatning others, do- 

ing miſchiefe one way orother to further his owne defignes 
not ſuch amanto be found in the world againe for activity ot 

' Spirit, as a Rebell. 

Reaſen, And theground of rhis their activity 1s,that GUIs 
eng maltce 
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malice which is in them , now malice is like quickfilver all. 
wayes in notion, and exrreamec hot, nor is their atty grace in 
them to coole it's fervour, whereas in the beſt men there is 
ſome Corruption . to coole the edge of zeale: againe, guilty 
men (ſ{uci as Rebells be) are naked men, and ſuch arc alwayes 
diligent to get cloathing ; but they ſecke it onely from webs 
of their owne weaving, ſcelere velanaum effe ſcelus, 1s their opt- 
nion, one villany muſt hide another : and then too, they are 
(like men of rhe plague) defirous to wfe& others, to involve 
them 4n their owne.gulphs, their fathers owne Children they 
be to an haire,like him they would faine bring all men if they 
could,) into the ſame condemnation with themſelves. 

The Apoſtle Peter, notes the diligence of the devill that 
Arch-Rebell, in theſe words of his: He goes abowt like « roaring 
Lyon, continually ſeeking whom he may aevonure, and in another | 
place by his concatenation of Buſy- Bodies, with muracrers and 
evill dce's, he doth well informe us, that murderers and eyull 
doers (uch as the devill and all Rebells be, are allo »uſy podzes, 
indeed they have nothing but their buſy diligence, to ſupply 
theic lacke of honeſty, and to ſupport their wicked cauſe. Sa- 
ran for his ditigence and activity in evill, is called in the Gol- 
pell Bee/zebauha Fly, or the God of Flies: who [you know) are 
mighty impudent and buly creatures, beatthem away froma 
place never fo ofr, they. will come againe: ſo will he, and ſo 
will they, heis the great Fly, and they (the Rebells I meane) 
arc his Blyes, alwayes ſeeking out ſore places, and making 
them worle, nor are they ever weary of ill doing. Uſee 
_"Thereſore let no man thinkethe better of the Kings. Ene- 
mies or of their caule, for their ativity and diligence in it; for 
will youthinke the betrer of the devill for his diligence, or of 
murderets, and evill doers, becaule alto they are buſy bodies? 
Fare you have no reaſon: But ſtrive you all to be as diligent in 
good, as they. are in evill, be as unmoveabe in well doing, 
as they are in ill doing, as Chriſt our Savicur was, who 
went upand downe doing good, as Satan dorh in doing mil. 

LILC 
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cheife, was as carefull to ſave as he is to deſtroy ; to gather 
together the diſperſed, as he and they are to devide and {cat- 
eerabroad. : — 

"And fince the Holy Ghoſt doth ſoclearely note the paines 
and diligence of Rebellious men, doe but you in your ſecret 
thoughts conſider how well the Kings enemies (the men of 
Weſtminſter I meane) have approvedthemlſclves to be tully 
{uchby rheir carriages 8. 1s 

Firſt confider how painefull and diligent they were at firſt, 
inall places of the Kingdome, to get themſelves choſen to be 

Members: then how cunning. they were to get leave to fit ſo | 

long as- they liſted , then how politique they were to drive 

from the Houle all that were not of their owne fation; then 
how ſubtle they wereto getthe- ſtrength and 4z/:144 of the 

Kingdome into their owne hands , - then how impudent they 
were in working ſuſpicious thoughts in peoples hearts;againſt 

their loving and Religious Soveraigne: and then how indu- 

ſtrious they were to get the vulgar ingaged with themiclves in 
_ their Rebellious way: what digging, what ſowing, what whi- 
{pering, what enticcing, and what violent waies too, did and 
(ti! doe they uſe, to get monies ro perpetuate this Rebellion? 
But above all devifes and tricks, oneto my apprehen(\ton)is 
the moſt remartkeable; when they haa ſeized upon the Kings = 
Revenues, and his ſubſidies (granted to another cnd,) and had 
borrowed much money upon the pretended fale of1rifþ lands, 
and had collected a great deale more upon pretence to relieve 
the poore Proteſtants of that Kingdome ; after theſe,and ma- 
ny other purſe-milking ſtratagems, (before they came to 
downe-righr plunder, andtoleavy by way of Aſliſe, and to 
weekely or monthly raxations; they did ſetup for advantage, 

a certaine counterfeit pupper ſtiled Pablique Farth, wholtke 

a wiſe woman, (whom they call a witch) did extreamely co 

zen and-cheate the vulgar, for upon her bare word, promiſing 

repayment, (and with intereſt too) out of the Eſtates of the 
He Nobility 
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Nobility and Gentry with the King, (which were already be- 
come of the ſame tenure with 1riſhlands, and nearer home;) 
they (the Common people I meane, ) brought in their plate = 
and moncy with extreame greedinefſe; whereby they have ſo 
_ deeply ingaged themſelves inthe Rebellion with theſe Craft- 
maſters, thar theſe wiſe men, can and doe now urge it upon 
them,as the ſtrongeſt Argument of all,to keepe them to them- 
| ſelves; AU s zone (lay they) anvd you will be begg75, and never 
have penny of your money azaine, unleſſe you hold ont unto the laſt ; 
and thus have they digged downe many mens eſtates, and d1- 
ved all the money out of many purſes, and made thou- 
lands of people as deſperate as themſelves, 

Nay alas they have digged downe the walls of many bo. 
dies, and beene occaſions of the {laughrer of many thouſand 
men ; they have digged downe the walls of many of their 
Coniciences, (who are {till living) by their execrable oathes 
and accurſed Covenants; nay more then this, they havein a 
manner digged up the moſt reformed Church in the world, 
by their prophaneneſſe and Atheiſme,and the moſt flouriſhing 
Common-wealth in Chriſtendome, by their Cruelties and 
Combuſtions, | 

They have digged and ſ{carched into all the practices of Hef 
and Rozne, for policies, into the Conſpiracies and Conditions 
of Catiline, Sylla, and Seyanm, they have looked into all the. 
actions of Neroand Herod, into the Schooles of Machiavell and 
the Jeſuites, for tricks and deviſes to further their deſignes : 
I durſt undertake to evidence ſomewhat of all theſe in their 

doings, Yea ſo diligent and induſtrious have they beene that 
they have acted Satans part,in rebclling rhemielves;and ſfedu- 
cing others: Cains part in {laying and murdering their 
brethren; Cham's part in mocking their Father, their com- 
monFather:they have ated Ach:19phelPs part in deviling de. 
ſtruQion unto their Soveraigne: A4bſolom and Sheba's part,in 
lifting up the hand againſt him, Doeg's part in flandering and 
murdering the Prieſts of, God: they have acted Jeroboam's 
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part in their endeavours to rent the Kingdome from the houſe 
of Pavia, in their defiling the worſhip and ſervice of God, and 
in their ſetting up to be Prieſts the loweſt and baſeſt of the 
people: They have ated Rabſake/'s part in railing againſt the 
Lords Anointed, 10 the hearing of his Subjeas, even on pur- 
poſeto ftirre them up to rebell againſt him? and 144 his part 
in bctraying their Maſter,at icaſt in betraying thattruſt which 
he repoled in them, well (friends) I ſay but this, doe you. 
conſider {criouſly of thele things, and then judge ir, your ſe- 
cret thoughts, whether the Kings enemies, thoſe men of Weſt- 


minſter, be not excceding diligent,and induſtrious rebels:and: 
ſo I cometo the third thing in their deſcription, 


$o Their ungodly worke, Rebellion, An evill man ſeeketh Re- 
belliaa ,, kor Rebellion, ſome read jure quarrells, fome read: 
contradictiones Or contentiiones, indeed all theſe rend unto re- 
bellion ; ſome read me?ſchzefe or evill, for evills only and mifſ.- 
chiefes are profitable to procreate and uphold rebellion ; and 
therefore you may obſerve in ſtory, that rebellious men 
have alwayes neretofore (as well as now ) allowed of all e- 
vills, ſects, and hereſyes, have pull'd up the pales of alFlawes, 
have cryed up Liberty,and permitted all kinde of villany and 
wickednelle, as meancs moſt {utcable to turther rebellion x 
the leſion ſhallbe this, ET» 
Rebellion 6 & worke of miſchiefe. 

Nay. 'tis mitchiete it ſelfe, wickedneſle in the abſtraR, the 
{Lon higheſt wickedneſle, I have call'd it * elſewhere, and not 
Bol, Untruly, the (inke of all villany and the puddle of ail finne, 

*tis the breach of all Lawes, and relations both towards God 
and man, pride, prophaneneſfle, perjury, envie, wrath, ma- 
lice, theft, murder, cruelty, rapine, fpoyle, oppreflion, irre- 
ligion, and unnaturalincſle, are all concentred in Rebellion, 
yea, all ſinnes by all names that ſinnes can be named, and by 
all meanes that ſtnnes can be committed do follow rebellion, 


and are to be found ainong that diſordered and difobedtent 
y_ : | fort 
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ſort of people : I with that experienee did not teach that re» 
bellion were the ruine of Religion, Church, and Common- 
wealth, of ſtatcs, families, and men , *cis contrary to God in 
every notion, He is the God of grace, peace, and order; But 

. Rebellion is djametrically oppoſite to all theſe, it refiſts 
eracc, it murders peace, and deſtroyes order; I with (if it 
were Gods will ) there wereneed for me to prove all thele 
untoyou; but alas ! alas 1 your owne cycs and eares are my 
witneſſes in this thing, and ſhall ſerve for proofes of mis 
Dodtine. | 
And it muſt of neceſſity be ſo, that rebellion is a worke of Rea/on, 
miſchicfe, for 'tis the worke only of miſchievous and evall 
men, yea of ſuch as have climbed up to the very top of wic- 
kedneſle, and ( {ayes our Saviour ) cas 4 49 expect grapes of 
thorwes, and fiegs of thiſtles, any thing but extreame evill from 
perſons extreamely wicked ; 1antim malus quarit rebellionem, 
only ſuch men arc plotters of rebellion, (lates the Text, ) no 
g00d man will willingly have ſo much as a finger in it. 
No, you'lfay, why ? wearetold tharall the good men be 09je#, 
_ entheir {fide whoin you call the Rebells,and the beſt Preach- 

ers whole doctrines and lives have beene moſt unblameable,_ 
yea,our felves know many honeſt and good men who are En- 
gaged inthar way : and we are told alſo, that none but Pa- 

pits, ſwearers, drunkards, and uncleane livers are on the 

Kings fide, and we fee {God helpe) many of this ſort with 

our owne eyes ; wherefore cither thoſe you account Rebells 

are not {uch, or clic your Doctrine is not true. 

To this I Anſwer, 

1. Thoſe 1 call Rebells are trucly ſuch, for rebellion ( as A»/#, 
was faid before) is a reſiſting the Authority, and a violent 
oppoſing the will and perſon of the lawfull Governour ; and 
none can deny, bur theſe doe reſiſt the Authority, and vio- 
lently oppoſe the will and perſon of the King, who is the 

G2: lawfull 
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lawfull Governour, therefore they are truely called and 
counted Rebells, 


2. Ianſwerconcerning thoſe wicked on this ſide, we will 
not deny but we have of them too many, and as they are our 
ſhame, I wiſh alſo they were more our forrow; the Lord. 
give them all hearts and grace to amend their conditions, 
that they may ceaſe at length to diſcredit a xcligious King, 
and arighteous Caule, 

3. For thoſe knowne good men who are ingaged on the 
Enemies ſide, I Anſwer, (according to wy former diſtinCi- 
on) facere malum is one thing, and quart: malam iS another 3 
good men through deception may be afliſters 7», but they are 
not the contrivers of this blacke Rebellion. 

For thoſe eminent Preachers whole dilicence in their 
callings, and commendable lives, have lo bewitched people 
as to thinke well of this rebellious way for their ſakes, . be- 
cauſe they walke in it, I anſwer ; Ile not deny their 209d 
gifts, but this Ile ſay, that gifts and grace doe not alway 
bed together, Satan hath more abilitics and gvitts then any 
man, Nor doe [ deny their reſtraining graces, but doe con- 
feſſe that many of their lives ( like thoſe of the Phariſees in 
the Goſpel], that laved the praile of men) were outwardl 
very commendable before 2s Rebellion did begin : But 
you muſt know that Satans tricke hath alwayes beene ( when 
he hath endeavoured, or done moſt milchiefe to che Church 
of God) to appeare in the ſhape of an Angell of light; co 
worke by the perſons of ſuch well reputed men ; He that 
could make uſe of Pezers rongue to tempr our Saviour { when 
Chriſt bad that great A poſtle, get thee behinde me Satan, ) no 
doubt but he can and will, and doth make uſe of the tongues 
and examples of rhele men, to deceive the common people : 
Samuel from the Lord ſaies, that Rebellion i a5 the (inne'of 

PAATCOSAs that 1s, *cis exceeding apr to entice and bewitch 


people 
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people to it {elte, by thoſe ſpecitous and religious ſhewes 
which the fomenters of ir ſhall make unto the world. 

Or perhaps becauſe people did coo much adorethe abili- 
ties of thoſe men, would heare the word only (for their ſakes} 
when they preached it ; and would looke upon their exam- 
ples more for their imitation, then upon the word it lelfe for 
their diretion: God as a puniſhment on ſuch people hath ſut- 
fered thoſe whom they ſo admired to be the inſtruments to 
1-ad them into thoſe of miſery and errour ; that others might 
learne-by their harmes afterward, tolove men for the words 
ſake, and to truſt 1nore unto that then untorhem. 

Bur ( in ſhort) I would have you all con{1der but 2 things 
out of Scripture, which muſt be the rule to judge borh men 
and their-wayes by. 

x. Conſiderthat grace and peace, or truth and peace, 20 
alway together in Holy Writ, and what God hath joyned 
togerher there, is alwayes zoyned in every truly honeſt heart, 
therefore if you ſee men that doe not know, or will not owne 
the way of peace to walke therein, you may well conclude 
that they are ſurely out of the paths of truth. 

2. Conſtder whar St Fames [ayes ol finfull and Heavenly Jam. 3: 
wiſedome; the former he {ayes is earthly, ſenſuall, devillſh, 1 5.16.86 
and the fruits of it are envy, j/rife, confuſion, and every evils 
worke; . bur the other, that wh7ch 5 Joe above, ts pure, peace. 

able, gentle, eaſie to be intreated, full of mercy and good fruits, 
without purtialtty and hypocriſy : Yea, ihe frait of il ts righteouſ- 
welſe and peace ; and hereupon doe you but [age! tn your OWNE 
conſciences whether the courle which thole .admired Mini- 
ſters take doth ſavour more of that ea:thly and diabolicall, or. 
of this divine and heavenly wiſeaome, 


And laft of all remember, thar'tis ſome comfort to men: 
*who have unviſcrcetly thruſt themſelves into a mniery way, 
to have many companions in the ſame, that ſo part ofthe 
blame and ſhame might be on them, which clſe would lye 


# op wholly 
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wholly on their owne heads : you have heard the fable of 
the fox, who-having loſt his owne tayle, per{[waded other 
foxes to cut off their tayles too, faire pretences indeed he u- 
{ed; but his'true end was that his owne deformity might be 

Jeſſe noted ; ſuppoſe thoſe Miniſters to be as that fox, and 
your ielves may make the Application, and this ſhall ſerve to 
a1{wer that objection. 

' Let:the uſe of the poynt therefore be to worke an hatred 
in you of Rebellion by any meanes, doe not countenance 
the Devills worke, whatever wrongs or injuries are oftered 
to you by either ſide + walke not inthe way with theſe evill 
men.; malum pati malum nonejft, malum facere malum eſt, 'tis 
no ſinne to ſuffer, but to rebell1s the higheſt evill, and will 
be found to be malum ſrbr1n the end, the ruine of the Revell ;_ 
indeed lome read this Text thns, Rebels querit malum ſunm, 
a Rebelliſeeks his owne deſtrution ; for when a man 15 once 
in, he can ſcarce returne, or leave off, till he be deſtroyed; as 
the preſent example oft their Brethren of Scor/and doth ſufh- 
ciently declare, they began to ſet foot in this ſinfull way 
ſome three or foure yeares agoe,and to all honeſt mens think- 
1ng, (upon their pardon, and the pacification, and rhe receipt 
of ſo much mony ) they might have beene quiet according 
to their oath and duty. and ſtirred no more to the moleſtation 
of their pracious and mercifull King ; but we ſee they are re- 
tarned to their former vomit : Rebellion as was {aid before, 
is called Witch-craft, and another reaſon {beſide thar alrca- 
dy alleadged) is, becauſe if a man be once cfitangled in its 
charmes, he can hardly get free or looſe againe 2 *cis no ſmall 
mercy of God to thoſe men that are come out from them, 
who were once of them : Olet ſuch otter unto God immor- 
rall praiſes. | ; 
_ And thus have you ſcen fromthe former part of the verſe, 
the enemy diſcovered ,: I come now to deſcribe the Kings 
true 'Souldier, nay the Text alio deſcribes him, by his Of-

gee by his Commiſſion, and by. his Iegployment: 

By his- Office, he 1s Nuncins, a Meſſenger, or Angelus, x; 
ſo as read it, and an Angell is a Meſſenger of God, and ſo _ 
is he, being an executioner of Juſtice to puniſh evill, and that 
ſhall be the leffon, 

The Extcnlioners of Fuſlice are the Meſſengers of God, - 4. DoF, 
God is King of all the world, and as by his providence ang 

mercy he preſerves the innocent, ſo by his Angels both good 

and bad he doth infliſt puniſhment upon the wicked, the 
Devills are his bad Angels to execute his Juſtice upon the 
damned, and ſo perhaps ſhall the Rebells themſelves be; -to 

lay his vengeance upon many of — who are wicked and 
ungodly men, fo-thougn you be on the right tide, yet God 
may lutfer your perſons to tall by the. hands of thole men for 
your other ſinnes ; he uſually ſers one wicked man to puniſh 
another, 

But the go0d Angels alſo are executioners of Gods juſtice 

at {ometimes, it was a good Angell that iinote-the Hoſt; of 
Seanacherib, and {0 was that which [mote Herod with-wormes; 
AG. 12. fo inlike {fort good men are ſometimes imployed 

as inſtruments of juſtice to punith the wicked, the Prince or 
Magiſtrate is the-Angell cr 241n1ſter of Goa, ana carries the word 

for the puniſhment'dfevill doers, and to are all they who being 
imployed by him, doe neither abule themſelves nor their 
Authority, of which number are all honeſt martiall men, ſent 

by the King, Gods Vicegerent; Dawzd and his men being 
authorized by Saul againlt the Philiſtins, were laid to fight 
Gods Batrailes, 

I muſt be briefe (for the time runs, Te let the aſs Uſee 
of this conſideration be, ro per ſwade you ali, who-are men of 
Warre, t0 walke worthy the honour which God hath put.up- 
on you; you are his Meſſengers to execute his will, [bes 
ſeech you remember that he 1san holy God, and holineſle 


becomes all his ſervants 2 youl thinke we. Miniſters, who arc 
Goas 
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Gods Meſſengers in another kinde, ſhould much diſhononr 
him our Maſter, .if we ſhould nor live holy lives, but ſhould 
drinke and ſweare, and commit evill; why be pleaſed to re- 
member, that your ſelves are Meſſengers to the ſame Maſter, 
and holineſle is comely in the campe and is required there 
to, as well as in the Church : read at your leiſure in Dear, 
23.from verſ. 9 tothe 15. 

Nay beleeve it, (Gentlemen and Souldiers} your practice 
of vice and finne will both diſhonour God, and your ſelves, 
in that ſervice wherein you are imployed ; the maine Argu- 
ment which the Enemies have to keepe the people in Rebel- 
lion, is, their Declarations to them of the wicked and de. 
boiſh'd lives of the Cavalcers : O lay they, doc you thinke 
ſuch wicked {wearets, ſuch vicious livers, as the Cavalcers 
be,are of. Gods ſending ? will they maintaine Chriſtian Reli- 
e10N, that ſhew ſo little of it intheir carriages ? thus they ar- 
gue: Indeed I know they vent many of their owne fictions, 
and alſo,that they injarge the faults of ſome, upon all, where- 
- 3athey deale moſt unjuſtly with us, and ſhould we but deale 
ſo with them, they would ( as well they might ) exclaime 
much againſt us : becauſe one of them, was lately taken in 
the Act, and hang'd for the ftnne of Buggery, here in this 
Towne, if we Preichers ſhould hereupon rell you from the 
Pulpits, that all theſe bleſled Reformers, (for fo they are 
call'd by their adorers,) are even ſuch men, and guilty of 
that horrid ſinne , I beleeve ( for my part , we ſhould much 
_ abuſethem. in thar particular, and yet thus divers of their Mi- 

niſters are pleaſed to deale with the Kings friends : the Lord 
in his good time rebuke them for it. | — 

Bur, alas { ( gallant Gentlemen and Chriſtian people) you 
all know that there arc too great, and too many occaſions 
given by ſome amongſt to our Enemies, to report evill of us*. 
[ deſeech you therefore in the feare of God ; as many of you 
are better borne and bred then thoſe are, who doe accuſe 


yous 
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you; and as all of you are imployed in a more righteous 
caule then they, by your Holy God, and by your religious 
King : {o that you would all endeavour, to be more holy in 
your carriages then they be; to walke worthy yourimploy- 
ment : And you that be Commanders, (I begge of you} 
that you would more ſtrictly puniſh finne, in thoſe that are 
under you, according tothoſe Military Orders ſet forth by 
His Sacred Majeſty your religious Maſter. 

The Profeſſion of a Souldier, as 'tis Honourable, ſo it ma 
be Holy if you pleaſe; we read of Holy men of that Profel- 
fion : David was a man of warre, and did { as you doe ) fight 
the Battaides of the Lord, and he was an Holy man , that great 
ſinne which did ſo blemith his reputation, was committed by 
him afterward,when he had left off to follow the Campe:the 
Centurion in the Goſpell, was a man of your profeſſion, and 
our Saviour himſelfe gives this Teſtimony of him, that he had 
z0t found his like (for goodnefle) 7m all Iſrael, and ſo that Cap- 
taine, CAHs, 10. Was onethat feared God with all his houſhoula, 
and whoſe prayers and Almes aſcended daily inte Gods preſence, CA- 
braham himlelfe the Father of the faithfull, was a brave Soul- 
dier; He with the number of 318 aſſaulted 5 Kings with 
their Armies, vanquiſhed them and tooke the ſpoyle: you 
may read the ſtory in the 14 Chap. of Geneſis, where you may 
allo ſee, who werethe firſt men whom the Scripturenotes,did 
run away in the day of Battaile and hid themſelves, I doe not 
ſay in Saw-pits, but the Text ſayes, 2 Slime-pirs, they were 
men full of guilt and finne, eventhe Princes of Sodow,and the 
Gentlemen of Gomorrah. 


Nay to ſpeake all that can be ſaid in one word, for the ho- 
nour and comfort of a Souldier; God himſelfe is called a man 
_ of warre, Exod. 15.2. The Lord is a man of warre, and) » i 0-

Icometo the fecond, and that is your Commiſſion in the 
word ſevt: [hall be ſent; namely by him who hath power from 
God to ſend, and that is onely the King, or Supreame Magci- 
ſtrate,all theCommiſſions which God grants to Souldiers,are 
ſigned by the Kings hand, whois (as loſes was) the mouth of 
God unto His Subjects, in things of this nature, and fuch a 
Commiſſion ſo ſigned, doth conſtitute aLawfull Souldier:the 
Leflon is this: 
A rieht Commiſſ,on makes a Lawſull Scnldier, Do 
Yeaa right Commiſſion makes the warre it felfe lawfull.to ? **® 
the Souldier,although it were undertaken by the Prince upon 
- unjuſt grounds: for the Subjects duty is, to minde his owne 
call rather then the cauſe, for though in matters of Religion 
«we diſclaime, and abhorre the Doctrine of blinde obedience, 
yet in matters of State, and order, we profeſle allowance of it; 
que ſupra nos, nihil ad nos, things above us, belong not tous: 
it we pry into the reaſon of Princes undertakings, we may 
prove our ſclves to be Buſte-Bodics, whom ſas we noted bee 
fore) the Apoſile yoakes with murderers, andevill doers: 
And I thinke theſe times doe ſufficiently declare the due 
concatenation of theſe conditions : But as I was laying, 1Pet. 4 
"though the Juſtice of the Kings Cauſe, (whichis as cleare as **: 
tae Sun to al}, unlefle to thoſe that are given up to blindeneſle 
and to beleive lycs: ) were not ſo manifeſt and apparenr. nay 
wereit an unjuſt cauſc on the Kings parte yet were it not ſo to 
thoſe Souldiers that are authorizea by lum; for according to 
D 2 the 
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rhe poynt, 4r7izht Commiſsion makes 4 right Souldier; and that 
cannot be given by any, nor derived from any, bur the Kings 
This truth doth more {townd the Rebells, and more puz- 
zell rhem, then any one that I know; and therefore to per- 
ſwade their followers that themſelves can give arigtit Come 
miſſion, they are taineto deny the King to be the Supreamec 
Magiſtrate, cleane contrary to the Teſtimony of Scripture, 
1 Pet. 2.13. (wherethe King 1s called the Supreame:)} and 
like him who chole himſelfe Pope, they are {o bold as to fay, 
the ſupreame Authority is {cated in themſelves, which is luch 
a tranſcendent fancy, thart all the Traitors in the world {that 
I read of) durſt never vent it, till theſe fare: But be- 
ing driven to ſo great a ftreight that they muſt of ne- 
_ ceſſity either yeild their warre to: be rintawiull, for want 
of a right Commiſſion; or elte thus exait themſelves a- 
bove him that is called God, this ſecond courle being the 
more Antichriſtianand turtheſt from the pracie of [elfe-de- 
niall, they have made choyie of: Butler them fancy what 
they pleaſe, indeed, andin truth, were they never ſuch honeſt 
men tor life and converſation, (and were the Cavaliers never 
{o vile, or ſo-abhominable, ) yer the warre on their ſide is ur- 
cerly unlawiull, for want of a right Commiſſion, they are not 
ſent, or authortzed'hereunto'by the King, they are therefore 
no other then ranke murderers of all rhofe they Ell and de- 
ltroy, and all the bloud ſhed by them is no other then Inno- 
cent blood » As God fſaies of Rebcllious Edom (who with» 
out any amhority or command from God, did joyne with 
the Chaldeans,again(t the people of Iſraelt, unto whom cas be- 
0g SubjeRsJ they ought to have lived in obedience? Joel. 3. 
1 9. that they badſhed Janocent blond in the Land; Though Tira- 
els bloud was guilty blond), in reſpe& ofthe Lord, againſt 
whom they had finned, and inrreſpe of the Chaldeans too, 
whom God imploycd as his. inſtruments to puniſh chem, yer 
in reſpect of the Edowitcs, that hid no Commyflion to go a- 
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bout'any ſuch buſineſſe, it was Innocent bloud, and as ſhed- 
ers of Innocent vloud they are threatned to be puniſhed: E- 
dom ſhall become as a deſolate Wilderneſſe for that very thing, ſaics 
that Text; 

This may ſerve to ſtirre up you, who are rightly authorized 
to be couragious, in the Execution of your charge: all the in- 
couragement which the Rebells your Enemies have againſt 
yoli, and againſt the King, is from the evill lives of ſome of 
you {who are the Kings Souldters: ) but you have to animate 
you, againſt them in their way, not onely their ill lives, bur al- 
ſo th2ir ill cauſe, and their lacke of a lawfull warrant; And 
molt eſpecially of ail, you have the Juſtice of your own cauſe, 
the lawtullneſſe of your owne call, and totheſe I may adde 
the goodnelle of your King: 

x, Tour Cauſe is to defend him,whom God hath exalted,to 
keepe the King in that Throne wherein God hath ſet him, a- 
22inſt thoſe that would remove him from it; 'tis to maintaine 
Religion, the Lawes and dignity of your nation, and to ſup- 
preſſe Rebellion that Child of Hcl, that Parent and Nurſe of 
all Miſchcife, 2 

2!y, Tonr Coll, tis lawfull from the Prince himfelfe, the fy- 
preame Magiſtrate.under God in his Dominion, who alone 
(as © Auſtine contra Fauſtum\peakes)hath power to wage war, 
and to Authorize them that are Agents in the ſame: whereas 
thoſe whom you doe oppole, as their cauſe lacks Honeſty, ſo 
doe they themſelves lacke a warrant to maintaine it; and ha. 
ving no Callthey cannot (upon any good ground) looke for 
Gods blefling: 

3ly. The Goodneſſe of your King: A Prince of that untainted 
life, of that Religious diſpoſition, that ris the greateſt vexa- 
tion the Rebells have, that they cannot faſten guilt upon him: 

bthey cannot for their lives find why to hate him, but oneiy 
becauſe themſelves have belicd him, and here. Solomon is io 
much their freind,as to ſpeake a reaſon for them,Prov.26.2.8, 
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A lyine t0n2ut heteth him thats afflicted by it: 
Naylet me adde for your incourageraent as you are Chri- 
ſtians : your King 1s a man that lives by faith ; He doth oft 
_ acknowledge in his pious expreſlions, what ever yet 
hath been done for him (by yours or others hands, ,) to be a 
fruit of divine favour, and from what he hath taſted, he 1s 
ſtill confident according to Gods promiſe of divine aflt- 
Nance, I may ſpeake of him (as eLmbroſe of S. CAuſtine) 
with alittle variation of the words, :poſ5:b:e eft prancipems 
zante fidrs ac pretatu perire, *tis impoſſible but a Prince of ſuch 
faith and picty ſhould at laſt prevaile over all his enemies. 
_ Andſolcometothe laſt particular of all, in your deſcri- 
ption, and that is your imployimenr; to inflict ſharpe punitſh- 
ment upon rebellious men, noted in the word Cruacls or 
3rax2ſy9r, a meſſenger without bowells, fo call'd from the 1c. 
verity he ſhalluſe againſt the enemy , He ſhall be igexorable, 
and not abate one jot of the puniſhment that he 1s comman- 
ded to inflict, 

By this Cruell Meſſenger ſome Interpreters underſtand, 
Satan, or ſome other inſtrument of wrath, who without all 
compaſſion ſhall undoubtedly in the end plague rebellious 
men : ſoinc hereby underſtand the Conſcience of a Rebell, 
which like a Cruell Meſſenger, ſhall meet him at every tarne, 
and ſcourge and laſh him, (and oh that this Mefſenger were 
but once awakened, and {et upon our Rebells, that their Con» 
ſciences did but ſtorme them!) ſome interpret the words 
thus, He that rebclls againſt a loving and kinde Governour, 
ſhall fall into the hands of one that is ſevere, who like a Cru- 
ell Mcflenger of God, ſhall throughly pay him for his difo- 

| bedience, or ſome will have it rhus, the ſame Princethat 
formerly uſed him with humanity and like alambe, ſhall put 
on the diſpoſition of a lyon, and deale with him according tC 

| hisdelerts: weread tn Scripture of the wrath of « Lambe, or 
of the Lambe Chriſt Jefus himfelfe who ſhall turne a Lion, 


and 
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and ſay, thoſe mine enemies that would not 1 (hould reigne over 
them, brite them and ſlay them before me : Patientia laſa fit fu- 
ror, Patience abuſed turnes into wrath : Burt interpret or read 
the words how we will, the ſence is this, Rebellious men 
ſhall be grievouſly puniſhed, a ſarpe puniſhment remaineth 
for the workers of this Iniquity, or tothe ſeekers of Rebelli- 
on, Theleffon ſhall be in theſe words: 


Severe puniſhment ts the aſſured portion of Rebellious men . 

I could evidence and confirme this truth many wayes, as, 

I. By the exemplary puniſhment of Rebells in allages ; 
Tcouldrell you how the earth ſwallowed up Corah, Dathan, 
and cAbiram ( who rebelled againſt Moſes and Aaron) toge- 
ther with their Wives, Children, and Subſtance; a typicall 
leſſon { no doubt) it was to teach all after Ages, that utter ex- 
trpation is the due portion allotted of God unto fuch men: 

[ could tell you how an halter carched ©Ac/z#ophell, anda 

tree Abſolom, how Shebaes head was ſevered from his body, 

and how Biztan and Tereſh ſuffered death for having an 11 
purpole againſt the King, and how thar puniſhment of theirs 
is recorded in Scripture as ordained and allowed of God; 
T could rell you allo of Fereboam,and all the ſucceeding Kings 
of 7/raz/, that begun and continued the revolt from the houſe 
of David, how there was not one good man of all the num- 
ber ; and how they and the people that adhered to them, by 
herefie, idolatry, prophaneſle, and villany, grew worie and 
worſe (as being alwaies attended with Gods curſe for their 
Rebellion, ) till they were carried away God knowes whi- 
ther, no man can tell what became of them to this day : I 
could alſo tell-you out of our owne Chronicles the fearefull 
and dilmall ends of thoſe (togcther with their families) who 
have oppoled their Soveraigne in former ages: but rhe time 
Will nor permir. 


2'7, 1 could aſſure the downefall of the Rebells, as they 
are men delighting ina warre, from Pſai, 68, 30+ Rebuke $be 
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company of the ſpeare-mew, the multitade of the Bulls, with the 
Calves of the people, till every one ſubmit himſelfe with pieces of 
ſilver, ſcatter thou the people that delight in warre + It isarulein 
Divinity that a propheticall prayer is of the nature of a pro- 
pheſie : Rebuke thou 0 Lord, is as much, as the Lord will 
rebuke; and ſcatter © Lord, is as much, as the Lord will 
ſcatter : now by the ſpearemen, in that verſe, yoga may under- 
ſtand thoſe degenerate Gentlemen that have lifted up the 
hand againſt their Soveraigne, or have conſulted inthis Re- 
bellion : by the multitade of Bulls, you may underſtand the 
rich fat Citizens, who by their wealth and mony have ad- 
miniſtred ſtrength to this Rebellion : and by the Calves of 
the people, you may underſtand thoſe Country folk, that came 
bleating up to London, ( from the adjoyning Counties) with 
their Petitions againf the preſent eſtabliſhed Government , 
all theſe, or all ſuch as theſe, ſhall be r7ebaked by the Lord (as 
the Plalmiſt teacheth) and made to ſubmrir themſelves with pic- 
ces of ſilver, they ſhall be glad to offer moxy, for the ranſome 
of their lives, even becauſe they are 4 people that delight inn 
warre, and they that will not doe fo, ſhall be ſcattered, and 
blowne away, as duſt is before the winde. 
3!y, I could prove that an heavy woe ts belonging to theſe 
Enemies ofthe King, as they are ſpoylers and treacherous 
perſons, from that place Eſay.3 3. 1, Woe unto thee that ſpoyledſi 
when thou wert not ſpoyled: and to thee that aiaſt aeale treacherouſ- 
ly, when they didnot deale treacherouſly with thee, when thou ſhals 
ceaſe to ſpeyle thou ſhalt be ſpoyled, and when thou ſhalt ceaſe to deale 
treacherouſly, others (hall deale treacherouſly with thee: This is 
verbum Domini the word of the Lord, and maxet in 4ternum, 
'tis an eternall truth; in all ages it hath heene made good, and 
ſo for eyer ſhall be, upon all thoſe, unto whomſoecver it is 
applyable. 2 
- 4, I could promiſe their aſſured puniſhment, as rhey are 
bloudy and deceittull men, from Pſalm. 5.6, where 'tis ſaid, 
|; riart 
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that God ſhall deſtroy them that ſpeake leaſing, the Lord abhorres 
the bloudy and deceitfull man, and Plal. 55. 23,*tis concluded 
that bloudy and deceitfull men ſhall not live out halfe their dayes: 
And Irthinkevone can deny that the Kings Enemies whom 
you are to oppole are-ſach perſons: they havepraCtiſed no- 
thing hitherto bur deceit and lyes ,under the cloake of Piety, 
and they breath forth nothing but warre and bloud, Kif, Slay, 
and Deſtroy, hath beene their language along time, and the 
way of peace they will not owne. 7

yidence their aſſured ruine; for in that reſpe& they are the 
people of Gods curſe, the Lord himfelte doth fo call them 
Eſay 34.5.

Now what conditioned Rebells theſe Zdomites were, We

you may note in Scripture).did at ſundry times puniſh the /ſ- 
raclites by all their neighbour Nations, by the Ezyptians, Mo- 
bites, Midiantes, Philiſtims, and the reſt, but never by the 
Edomites, thele were alwayes volunticrs inthe warres againſt 
T1ſ-ael , nevet imploycd by the Lord inthat bufineſle, for they 
were brethren to the //realzres, (being the Children of Eſau 
Facobs brother). and rhey were to ltve.

3”. Obſerve that God (in puniſhing wicked Rebelts,) 


goth obſerve thelaw of alon (as tis Jawfull for the King 


(Gods Vicegerent) to do in caſes of like nature: } becauſe they 
were men of bloud, therefore they ſhall meet with blaud, be- 
cauſe thon haſt not bated blond (faith the Lord) even blond ſhall 
prrſac thee, and againe, [will even do to thee, according to thine 
anger, and thine envy unto theme, as if he had ſaid, [ will enable 
them, whom thou didft hate and envy, and whoſe Lands and 
revenues thou did{tcover, to deale {o with thee, as thou 
inthe deſpightfulnefie of thine heart did(t purpoſe and re- 
{ſolve to deale with them: 

And indeed you may obſerve by the WAYs) that though 
God doth not uſually imploy his owne people as inſtruments 
ot wrath to puniſh, but rather ot mercy ro comfort, yet ne i= 
ployed 2ſract in ſpeciall to puniſh Edow: ſee Ezek: 25, 12,14: 
Bec snſe Edom hath dealt againſt the bosſe of 1ndah, (unbidden}and 
hath taken vengeance, (tor ſome conceived wrongs) and bath 
greatly offended, and revenged himſeife upon them, (wheras being 
their brethren and {uperiours they thould rather (it wronged 
by them) have referred the ſame to God:) iherefore ({aies rhe 
Lord) .1 will tiretch out my hand againſt Edom--And I will lay my 
wengernce upon Edom by the hand-of my people Tſrael, and they 
ſhall ao in Edom, according to mine anger, and acoording tony fu- 
ry, ang they ſh. it know my Vengeance ſaith the Lird God: and the 
reaſons of this are, 

rt. Becauſe 'tis according to rhe courſe of ordinary Provi- 
dence, to puniſh Rebellious Subjects, by their owne Princes 
2ganſt WITT they do rebell, 

2. Becaule'tis according toordinary Juſtice,that they who 
injuriouſly. encroach ,upon other mens rights, ſhould forteit 
their owne, (as a puniſhment foy their injuſtice] totheſe very

'tis ſaid by Obediah that the bouſe of Tacob ſhall be a fire, and the 
hoaſe of Toſeph a flame, and the bouſt of Eſau for Stubble, and they 
ſhall kindle in them, and devonre them, yea they ſhall poſſeſſe rheir 
poſſeſs:0ns,even the mount of Eſau, And Saviours ſhall come ont off 
mount Sion to judee the mount of Eſau . The application of 

theſe things Ileaveto your ſelves, ” 

4. There is one thing more that I would have you obſerve 
from that place before-quated Zzckt. 35. the laſt words, 
where God tells Edom that he will make himſelfe knowne a- 
monegſt Iſrael, by his judgements upon. him: Twill make my 
ſelfe knowne amone them when 1 have Judzed thee for indeed God 
was not knowne or acknowledged before, as he ought to 
have beene among them; the Iſraclites were growne a moſt - 
deboiſh'd, prophane, impudent, and ungodly people (the 
major part of them,) which made the Lord give them up to- 
be puniſhed by the Chaldeans: but by his giving into his Iſra- 
els hands , the rebellious, bloudy, treacherous Edomrtes,, 
(who had had no: call nor cauſe to warre upon them, orto 
joyn with the Chaldcans againſt them the Lord did meane ſo 
£0 gaine upon their hearts and ſpirits,that they ſhould learne' 
thereby to know himtruly,&for after times to ſerve him(bet- 
cer then ever they had done before) in Humility & Holineſle.. 

And truly{treinds) I have an hope that when the great and: 
mighty God ſhall have ſubdued under your power theſe Z- 
domites our Enemies, who are ſo fullof ſpight, and ſothirſty 
after bloud, and ſhall have brought ontheir heads, what them- 
ſelves did purpole againſt others; you- wil all gaine more 
knowledge of God, and1erve, feare, honour and oþey him in 
holineſſe, and righteauſneſſe, more then ever you yet did in 
all your lives, the Lord ſanRtifie the obſervance of his judge- 
ments ſounto you that you may. And thus have you ſeene 
the certainty,and in part the ſeverity of the Judgement which 
ſhall beexecured uponRebells evidenced. 


Now 
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Now if you demand the Reaſon why the God of mercy and Reaſon 
bowells ſhould be {o ſevere 
[aniwere'ris no ſuch ſeverity in God, to beate men with 
their owne rods, to do to them according as they determined 
to do to others, beſide 'tis but equity and juſtice to proporti- 
onate puniſhment in weightand meaſure, according to the 
height or weight of Sin: But there is no ſuch {1n as rebellion, 
this is zngcms & ſupremam ſcelus, the moſt huge and higheſt 
ſin, and therefore doth merit the ſharpeſt and ſureſt puniſh- 
ment! Rebellionis a fin that ſtrikes at Gods owne ſelfe, at 
the face of Majeſtic: there is no ſuch expreſle Image of God 
in the world as a King is, every Chriſtian is the Image of 
Chriſt as man, every Miniſter of the Goſpell is (or ought to 
be) the Image of Chriſt as Mediatour, bur a King 1s the Image . 
_ of Chriſtas God, and to rebell againſt a King is to ſtrike at 1<%*: 
theface of Chriſt as God, which was more then they that 
crucified him durſt dare to do, for had they knowne it ({aies the 
great Apoſtle): they would not have cracified the Lord of Glory: 
cherefore no-merveile if a cruell meſſenger be ſent againſt a 
Rebell, if ſevere and ſharpe puniſhment be the proper portion 7; 
of {ſuch men. | 
Perhaps now you expect that by way of uſe, 1 ſhould ſtir 
you upto be cruel]: But (noble Gentlemen and Soutdiers,} If 
I ſhould do {o, I ſhould forger my ſ{elfe to be a Miniſter of the 
Prince of mercy,and to be a Subject of a moſt mercifull King, 
whoſe meeke and gentle Spirit as we all honourand admire, 
fo (ſhould we ſtrive toimitate, And I blefſe God for it, I could 
never yet ſpeake that language of K//, Slay,and Deſtroy, which 
the Miniſters of the Rebells ſide are fo skilfull in; I duritne- 
yer excite men to fight up rothe backe in bloud; rhe ſpirit of 
,the Golpellis no bloudy [pirir; we ({aies the Apoſtle ſpeaking 
of himlelfe and all true Miniſters) #ave the mund of Chriſt, which 
endeavoured the ſalvation, not the deſtruRtion of men;where- 
fore I beſcech you give me leave (as the Minifter of Jeſus 
pod ——  — as 
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Chrift for your ſoules good, \to propound a few ſuch part: 
culars to your conſideration and remembrance, as ſhall rend 
both to your preſent Honour, and to your everlaſting peace. 
[ am confident (through the ſtrength and goodnefſe of 
God) that theſe rebellious knemies ofthe King whom you 
oppole, (notwithſtanding their height of pride, and their {tu- 
dy to beauke, crolle, perverſc, aed peeviſh, andto vex the 
{pirit of a milde, and gracious King, notwithſtanding their 
multitude of armes and men, and thetr diligence in their way) 
thall ere long, if your finfull and unſutable carriages do not 
hinder,) be brought to beg, their lives ac your hands, and at 
rhat rime I pray remember, | 
1. Thatthough it be true Gallantry, and nobleneſte of ſpi- 
ritto befeirce and couragious in the Battaile, yet *tis no true 
valour to ſet your foot too hard upon the necke of a fallen foe 
that beggs your mercy;the generous Lion {cornes to exerciſe 
his fury upon an enemy that's proſtrate before him: I would 
have the Kings men do nothing but whatis Kingly, let Re- 
bells practiſe baſenefle, it beſt becomes them : Beftce rhe 
Scipture ſaies, that mercy pleaſern God; and in that, we are bid- 
den to be like him, who in the midſt of judgement remem- 
bers mercy, Fe ye m2rcifull as your heavenly Fatber is mercifull, for 
(as in another place)ihere ſhall be jadement mercileſſe to them that 
fhew no mercy: as men do to others 1v (hall ir be done to them. 
2. Remember to diſtinguiſh betweene querentes & factentes 
malum the plotters and contrivers of, or the leaders in this re. 
bellion, and they that by ſeduction only are drawne into it; 
betweene your ſturdy Rebells and thoſc that by a kinde of in. 
forcement are made to take their parts: the Text ſpeakes only 
of the former, that {everiry is to be uied againſt them, which 
if it be, men may call it cruelty it they pleaſe, bur'ris juſtice. 
rather, and the prevention of 1ni{cheife and cruelty, for as 
luch have beene meanes already to undo and murder many 
by leading them into paths of death, ſo if they ſhould conti-. 
ue they wouid deſtroy more. 3. Re- 
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' 9. Remember I pray to ſhewreſpe&t to Women, Children 
and Aged perſons, to rhe firſt in regard of the weakeneſle .of 
their Sex; rothe 24 fort, inregard of the minority of their 
yeares, and torhe later ſort in reſpe& of their gray haires: 'tis 
ſaid of the barbarous Chaldeans 2.Chron.- 36.. 17, That they 
had no Compaſsion onthe young Chilaren, on the maiden, or on the 
old may,on him that looped for aze; indeed though God did de- 
Hver the nation-into their hands to punith, yet he looked they 
thould have ſhowne ſome pity on ſuch as theſe, and becaule 
they didinot, he threatned to puniſh them: Zſay. 4,7. 6.0 
Danzhier of Chalaca, I was wrath with Iſraeh, and 1 gave them in. 
10 thy hand, and thou didſt ſhew them uo-mercy, but upon the ancient 
thou 21d} lay very heavily the yoake, therefore (ve 9.) theſe 2 things 
ſhall come upon thee, in one day,loſſe of Chilaren and widdowhoad: 

4. Remember for the Honour of your King and Cauſe,and 
for your owne inward peace, and outward credit ſake, that 
you-neither do, nor({o much as1n you Iyeth) ſuffer tobe 
done, in coole blood, to the moſt impious Rebells, any thing 
that ſavours of immodeſty;: Barbarouſneſle, or inhumanity. 
Touncioath men and women of their Gartnents, and to ex. 

- poſe their nakedneſle ro open view, (as the Enemies didin 

 treland,)is moſt immodeit and offenſive to God and all good 
men: To be an houre or 2 in hacking and torturing a woefull 
wretch, orintakeing away that miſerable life, which might 
be concluded ina moment; or to wieake ones fury upon a 
dead Carkafſle, is a moſt barbarous, cowardly, *and IMpious 
thing, and odious to God, though offered to-an Edomite; (as 
appeares by that histhreat unto the Moabzres for their burning 
:he bones of the King of Edom 10lime: Amos 2, 1.) foto ulere- 
vileing ſpeeches, and curſed execrations, againſt chem that 
are ready todyc, orare in going out of the world, full of 

 Nounds, and paines, is moſt inhumane: nay 'tis plainely Di- 
abolicall to infulr over men inmilery, bethey never ſo vile, 
never-luch wretched Enemies; 
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The Ancient Romans (the braveſt Souldiers inthe world} 

_ werecarefull to abſteine from all kinde of harſh words in ſuch 

caſes, (zs kell him,hang bim, knocke him downe, Rognt, Villaine,or 
the like:y as alſo from all kinde of barbarouſneſle, and inhuma- 
nity, in their executions, for they ſaid they acknowledged 
their Enemies tobe men, not Tigers: CMetins Suffetiv: was 
drawne in peices with 4 Horſes for tiis Treaſon, from which 
(as a [pectacle of great horrour) the people turned theireyes. - 
The ſtory ſaycs,as it was the firſt, ſoit was tne laſt puniſhment 
in this kind of rigour that was exerciſed amongſt them; for 
wnlli gentium minores placwuiſſe panas(aies Titus Liviu of them,) 
no Nation ſo carefull to preſerve the reputation of humanity 
as they: Beyou alſo carefull (noble Gentlemen and Soul- 
diers) to abſteine from all ſuch unworthy conditions: objeRt 
not, that the enemies deale ſo ſhametfully with our men when 
they get themiinto their power, for Ile aſſure you, baſeneile 
doth better become them, and their cauſe, then ever it will 
become you, 

$5. Take heede you do not do any thing againſt the Enemies 
out of your owne private hatred: remember that you are the 
Kings men, and your enemies arethe Kings enemies, and 
them you are to oppoſe as ſuch, and as the enemies of your 
Country: ever in battaile it ſelfe, you muſt ſtrike and ſhoot 
as at the Common foe; let God direc the bullet or arrow as 
it pleaſeth him? as he did that which being ſhotat a venture 
flew _44ab. and then 'tis God, and not man that killeth: for 
tolevell at any knowne men or to purſue any out of particu- 
lar malice, may be found murder in Gods account at the 
oreat day. The Lord threatens to execute great vengeance 
upon the Philiftzyes with furious rebukes, becanſe ( faies the 
Text) thou diaſt take vengeance upon thine enemies with a deſpight- 
fall heart, for the old hatred, and private grudge that was betwint 
you. Though God imployes men as his infttuments to puniſh 
the publike enemies of Church and State, yer never to re- 


venge 
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venge themſelves: he never gave any man.a Commiſſonto 
do this, he would have us all to oreferre ſuch wrongsto him, 

6. Remember whatever you doe, you doe it with a pub- 
Jique ſpirit, and doe it valiantly, and in that manner as may 
no whit diſcredit the Kings cauſe, or blemiſh your owne re- 
puration, nor occaſion orcife to your ſpirits afterward:and to 
this end remember the oratiouineſle of the Kings ſpirit and 
diſpoſition, how he hath hitherto looked upon the vileſt of 
them all, withan eye of pity: and looke you. to your Com- 
miſſion which you have from His Majeſty,) which (let the 
enemies bawle never {o,} is farre more mildethen they de. 
ſerve it ſhould be: and remember too, that though they have 
by their ations crenounced the Dodtrine of Jeſus Chriſt,and 
oftercd deſpight to the patient, obedient, and peaceable {pirit 
of the Goſpeſl ; and have forgotten you to be their Brethren, 
of the ſame nation,and of the ſameReligion too,which them- 
ſelves profefled foure yeares agoe: and doe in their Turkiſh 
Charity, call you nothing bur Dogs, Popiſh Dogs: yer be 
not you like them, bur yeild them (till ro be your Brethren, 
though rebellious and degenerate, and approve your ſelves 
towards them to be Chriſtians. 

And theſe berhe Mementoes which as Gods Miniſter I g4;.g: 
doc here propound unto you, yea which I doe in the name of 
God charge upon-you. © 

But perhaps Tome of you will ſay, if we ſhould follow this 
your Counſell, how ſhall we make your Text good, and ap- 
prove our ſelves cruell meſſengers? Ani 

I anſwer that the Textis rather a Declaration then a pre. 
cept, it doth not command you to be cruell, but doth declare 
thata Rebell ſhall meer with cruelty,z. e. with ſure and ſharpe 
puniſhment, and when ſuch a one doth meet with ſuch apor- 
tion, who ever be the inflicter of it, weare taught by the Texr 
tO conclude, chat'tis ſent him.of God: And indeed do wha. 
"We can,there are wicked men enow in an Army,who will ex- 
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tend their fury even to cruelty, which when we have obler- 
ved, we may ſee Gods hand therein againſt the Rebells: 
though I confeſſe this roo, that ſometime God hath (in their 
heate of bloud,) infuſcd into good and holy men, a certaine 
ſpirit, which hath appeared as a cruell Spirit , for example, 
ſuch was thar which ſhew'd it ſelfe in David, when the City 
\Rabbah of the Ammonites was taken: He pat the people unaer 
Saws and Harrows of Tron, and Axes of Iron, and-made them paſſe 
through the Brick-kilne, Now I ſay when by the Effects we ſce 

{ſuch a Spirit inany, we are to note the hand of God therein: 
Burt here let me adviſe you of one neceſfary ching from the 
Text, LA crnell Meſſenger ſhall be ſent agatnſt Him, ſceil againit 
the rebellious man: your ſeverity therefore muſt be onely a- 
24inſt ſuch, and not againſt any ofthe Kings Loyall and good 
Subjects, that bed you,and board you,and give you tood and 
houſeroome for your ſelves and horſes: *cis the' cuſtome of 
roo many (bur I athrme, they are no true Gentlemen, no true 
Cavaliers,) when they have had free quarter ina place, and 
perhaps have devoured up all the proviſion in the houſe, then 
co requitethetr Land-lord with robbing and plundering him 
ot his houſhould Commodities, or elſe threaten ſ{oto doc,urt- 
leſle he wilt give thera money to forbeare: Otheſe Carria- 
ges doe ſpeake ſuch mento be ſent rather to make the King 
 Enemies,then to rid him of his Enemies: But {Gentlemen & 
Souldiers,)it yon acknowleds your ſelves the Kings Meſſen- 
gers, remember your imployment according to your Com- 

 mifhion,is to puniſh Rebels,and not to-abuſe good SubjeRs. 
And in your AQions againſt the Rebells, I can (from the 
Text) excite you to. be couragious: for they being ſuch as 
they be(the people of Gods curſe: and you having the Kings 
Commifhon, and fighting in defence of his Sacred Perſon, 
Crowne and dignity againſt them, what ever bloud of theirs 
you ſhed in. Bartaile, is not innocent bloud, bur as ouilty 
bloud, as ever was ſhed by Chriſtians in a juſt warre,fincethe 
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beginning of Chriſtianity: for concerning the heads of this 
Rebellion, the mea of Weſtminſter, for the faion there; 
wio to vex their religious King, have beſtowed their beſt 
care to looſe Irelanz, topive away Scotland, and to deſtroy. 
Engiana: theſe men (I ſay) together wirh their bloud: thirſty 
Chaplaines, (by whole venimous rongues they belch out ſo 
much blaſphemy, Treaſon and Cruelty againſt God, the 
King, and the Kings people: and by whoſe witchery and ſpe- 
cious pretences, they have conjured ſo many of the poore 
vulgar, into their deſperate and deſtructive Circles: ) ifever 
any Combination of men upon earth, ſince the Scribes and 

Phariſees of Chriſts time did finne the ſinne againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt, I feare theſe are they: for they doe knowingly refiſt 
the doctrine of Gods word and ſpirit, and ſtudiouſly: oppole 
the light of their owne Conſciences and former profeflions. 

How often have they charged it upon His Sacred Majeſty 
to intend that miſcheife which themſelves were in practice 
of, and in plotting to performe? How havethey hoodwinked: 
the poore Commonalty of England, with ſuſpicions of the 
Kings calling in Forraignersto invade the Land, and of ay- 
ming to deſtroy the Priviledges of Parliament, & Liberty of 

" theSubject,till themſelves have efteed the very lame things? 

Whar peeviſh conſtructions have they made of all His. 
Majeſtics moſt honeſt and candid expreſſions? How have 
they ſtudied moſt irreligiouſly to thwart himin all his pious 
and peaceable deſires? all this doth plainely ſpeake to every 
deicerning eye, that their labours are (againſt their own con- 
ſciences) to greive the Holy Ghoſt in the boſome of Gods A- 
nointed. 


Nay let every man judpe of their ſpirits and of the nature 
of their ſinne by two things in particular. _ mT 
® 1+ By: their forcing their late Oath and Covenant upon 
people ; whereas themſelves did moſt highly condemane and 
oppolc that new Oath made by the Convocation ſome five 
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yeares agoe, to be taken by the Clergy, as moſt ungodly, un- 
reaſonable, and illegal; affirming that the proceedings inthe 
urging thereof were to00 extreamely violent, and rhe penalty 
annexed thereto upon the refuſall thereof was too cruell: and 
many arguments (ſpecially thoſe called the Zonaon quere's): 
were framed and countenanced by them againſt the ſame: 
themſelves have now (point blanke] againſt thoſe their owne 
Arguments inforced an Oath far more ungodly, more unrea- 
ſonable, and more illegall, with more extremity of violence, 
and with heavier penalties, upon more people (all in general 
and more ignorant; whereby they have endangered millions 
of Soules, & depoſed may faithfull miniſters and others from 
their places, meanes, and maintenance: becauſe they dare 
not offend God and their owne Conlciences in taking of it. 
2'7, By that Common Anſwer of theirs, which hath been 
ſo often given by ſo many of them ;_ (when they havebeene 
moved to reſtraine Anabaptiſts, Hereticks, and vicious per- 
ſons(whereof there be ſuch ſwarmes amongſt them;)namely,. 
that theſe ſerve to advantage tht eauſe, to promote the great aeſione 
1n hand(ſcil: to depoſe the King, and murder all his freinds, 
therefore they muſt be borne withall for the ſeaſon, 

- From-theſe,, and many other ſuch particulars, it may be 
concluded that'your Enemies are the Enemics not onely of 
peace, but alfo'of Gods truth and ſpirit; and as you have 
God, and a righteous: cauſe on your fide, ſo have you their 
owne.Conlcicnces againſt rhemſclves; and the-prayers of fin- 
cerehearted men pleading for you: wherefore be you Con- 
fident and Couragious, more are for you then againſt you , 
be Holy, be Valiant: Yea be Holy that you may be Valiant.nay 
be Holy,and you ſhall be valianr,the Spirit of:Holineſſe is the 
Spiritof fortitude,and rhe. Author of good ſucceſſe;:Remem; 
ber that precept Dent: 23.9. When the Hoſt goeth forth ke 
tbe enemies,thenkeep theefrom every evill thing: Nay let me aſſure 
you, you cannot gall your enemies;or prejudice the Are HER 
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by being upright and Holy, for they (| meanerhe ſeekers of Re- 
bellion,) are fuch imbitter'd Enemies againſt the truth of grace, 
(whatever they pretend: ) that they gnaſh rheir very teerh at 
thoſe whom they cannot vittate with their Rebellion, or darken 
with their lies and ſlanders, Yea (freinds) let me aſſure you that 
Holinefle-in you will quite diſarme and unweaponthem, where- 
as your fins:doth {et an edge both upon their tougues and {words; 
your Holineſle ſhall take away the edge-of borh, or elſe turne the 
{ame upon themſelves: wheretorel ſay and ſay againe, and I doe 
belecchryou withall, for the good of your ſoules, and for the Ho- 
nour of your King,whom you love and reverence (Gallant Gen- 

_ tleinen and Chriſtian Souldiers; } be Holy, be valiant: And be you: 
ſure, rhough you doe but your duty in oppoſing thele men of 
bloud (who will have nothing but waz rewarre, ) yet you ſhall not 
toofe your reward: God willſec: them paid that are imploied in 
his worke, you may obſerve in EFekicl 29, 18, 19. That God 
takes order for NebuchadneFar and his Army, that they ſhould be 
paid for the ſervice they had done againſt Tyrus. — 7 

Bur perhaps ſome of-you-wilkfay howſhall we doe in the meane 
time? To anſwer this I muſt turne my ſpeech to other perſons. 
You Gentlemen of the Country, Towneſmen,and others who 
arc not Souldiers, and doe nor afiiit perſonally in this righteous 
way. be it knowne unto you, that you are bound in dyty and. 
conſcience to-afford the liberall and willing aid of your purſes: 

_ for is irjuſt that rheſe your Countriemen, ſhould{/ike Zebulop and 
Nep:halitJudg. 4. jeopard their lives unto death in the higb places of 
the ficld, while yow'in the meane time like the men of Reuben, abide 
in your ſhtepfolds,. hearing the vleatings of your flocks ;' or be ſtriving 
among your ſelves who ſhall afford the leaſt affitance ro the ſub- 
duing theſe Enemies: of your King? I confeſle you have beene 
Loyall, and exemplary to-orhers in many things, I beleech you 

a all co per{evere,and rememberthat all you have lics at rhe ſtake, 
& he deſerves to looſe all, that is not willing to part with ſometo 
preſerve the reſt,nay, (Sirs) let men think as they pleaſe of them- 

lelves:I beleeve heis no true SubjeR,nor hath ſuch an heart as he 
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ſhould h1ve,chat deſires any thing more then a bare being, till his 
Soveraigne be againe ſettled inthe throne of his Kingdome. 
Wherefore | beg of you, all {whom God hath bleſſed above _ 
others wirh wealth and ſubſtance) approve your ſelves right and 
like thoſe Governonrs of Iſrael, that offered themſelves willingly a- 
mong the people ; that we (as the Propheteſle there did.) may rc- 
joyce in you, and. bleſſe God tor you : ce heart (ſaies the] s 
towards the Governonrs of 1ſracl, that offered themſelves willingly a- 
mong the people, bleſſe ye the Lord : For be aſſured that otherwiſe 
the curſe of Mere, will be your portion, car{e ye Meroz (ſaves the 
Angel of the Lora)carſe ye bitterly the inhabitants thereof becauſe they 
came not to helpe the Lord (the Captain of the Lord,the Anointed 
of the Lo*d) agarvſt the Mignty,or againſt his ungodly encmies, 
ther did ſo mightily increaſe,and ſo mightily exalt themſelves. 
And you (go00d people all) of what ranke or condition, ſex or 
degree, {oever you be: be carefull (I pray) toafford the aſſiſtance 
of your p:aiets, that the ſpirit of the Lord may come upon that 


pcnceRu- Princely Generall whom God hath ſent for your protection into 
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theſe parts,as it did upon Sampſoy when the Philiſtines wereupon 


him: And let meteli you, whereever others are pleaſed tolay the 
fault of our no betrer proceedings 1n thele parts hitherto: I (who 
have been an obſerver of paſſages) do profeſſe unto you, that I 
can layit on nothing ſo much as on your wantof praier: we had at 
firſt amolt honourable, valiant,& loyall hearted Generall: whoſe 
perſonall care,diligence and courage, envie it ſelfe was not able 
to blemiſh, but he was not fortunate in thele parts : we had after 
him a perſon of like noblenefle, againſt whom the very faQion at 
Weſtminſter (when time was)could object nothing but honeſtie, 
and the Kings afte&tion rowards him: wheſe knowne wiledome 
and yalour hath been {ucceſlefull alſo in other places ; but not ſa 
happie as yer in theſe parts; though attended too, with the con- 
currence of many valiant ſouldiers,and experienced men: And[, 
do verily beleeve, the maine caule of all thisis, your negleR of 
praier; we have daies appointed by His Sacred Majzſtie to faſt 
and pray in, but how poorly are they obſerved, nay how highly 
ES PO ale. 
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are they phophaned here is nothing among matiy that I ſee, but 
ſwearing and dtinking,and deſpiling of pierie; and thus have you 
weakened the hands of the valiant. SES 

O but I beſeech you offer not the like injury to this Man of 
men, to this mirrour of Earepe_this Honour of Chriſtendome for 
Chevalry and valvur, ſo fully beautified with all the qualities of 
a moſt accompliſhed Generall, and made more glorious yet, by 

the ſpanie and daubings of rhe treacherous and foule-mouthed 
Rebells, (which alone is ſufficient to ſpeake him excellent, toall 
thac know not him, but them:) © doe not I beſeech you tie the 
hands of this Illuſtrious Sampſon with the cords of your ſinnes ; 
doe not blaſt the greenenefle of thisRoyall branchw ithyour pro- 

 phanenefle and neglect of duty; doe not weaken him by truſting 
in him; lect your confidence be onely in God,that he may worke 
by him, but follow alwaies wirh your prayers, that good ſucceſle 
may alſo attend him here, asit hath done in other places, And 
let us dailie blefle rheGod of Heaven for him,and for his Prince- __ 
ly Brothers, the two great Inſtruments of our ſupportation, in 40s. 
theſe daies of our calamity , let us obſ{erve*the Almighties do- 
ing, how he in bleſſing and honouring them hath at length regar- 
ded the low and atflicted eſtate of their Royall Mother; and hath 
tiiereby gratiouſly anſwered our prayers for her, bur'cis in ſuch 
a way, that our enemies are ready even to gnaſh their teeths at 
the Majeſtie of Heaven ior it, {as may appeare by theiprating & 
ciiding of God for the ſame 1n fome of their prayers:) well 
(friends) I ſay but this , take we heed we be not meanes by our 
ungodlycourſes to darkenthole whomGod hath honoured;leave 
{wearing, drinking, Sabbath breaking, and prophanation of the 
Faſt daies, leſt thereby we obſtruct the concurrence of divine aid 
unto their Princely undertakings for us. | 

And now laſt of all, to the Governour, Major, and Officers of 
this Towne, I would ipeake a word: Sirs, you are fortifying your 

* Towne, and have ipent much money abour it, to little purpoſe 
hitherto, your Rampires have fallen-downe,and your labour hath 
| bgenc.in vaine:and wor you What isthe cauſe of all ? why even 
a i ns the 
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che uncontrouled ſinnes within it; ſuch curſing and fach Twea. 
ring even by women and children, as well as by men, did I never 
heare, as in this place, ſure theſe oathes and curſes be the bullets 
that have battered downe your Forrtifications; O that you would 
for your owne ſafety and for the Honour of the King, and for the 
bleſſing of God upon His righteous Cauſe, take ſome order to re- 
'forme theſe abules, quantum in vobs eff: beſide you might ſave 
ſome money by it, your workes would: ſtand the better ; yea 
if you would take the courſe which I ſhall preſcribe, you would 


ſpare your ſelves a great deale of trouble in another king, and 
{ome charges teo ; 'tis this. a 
Youare full of ſuſpicions here in the Towne (I perceive) that 
you have treacherous perſons among you, ſuchas are better af- 
tected to the Enemies, then to the King: and many have beenec 
impriſoned upon jealouſies and feares, and nothing thar I lee yet 
..can be proved: againſt them, inſomuch. that perhaps they may 
prove honeſter menthen ſome of thoſe that have moleſted them. 
Now one true way (as I take it; to finde out the Kings Enemies 
amongſt you is this: appoint officers in every ſtreet (let. the 
'Church- Wardens and Conſtables aflift .cherein,} to inflict and 
;leavy- (according to: Statute} a pecuniary mult upon cyery 
: Towneſman, for every oath that is ſworne either by himſelfe, or 
-byanythat is under his charge,and alſo uponeveryAlehouſe-kee- 
per, who ſhall ſuffer any in his houſe to fit drinking ofthe Lords 
_day, or on the Faſtday, while they ſhould be at Church ; and 
- this money thus leavied, I would have imploicd to buy food and 
'vicualls for the Priſoners of the Rebells party, (lome of whom 
_ -Wwehave in Towne already, and many more 1 doe:not: doubtby 
. the-helpe of God but weſhall: have ſhortly:) ſo ſhail you ſaverhe 
charge which you are atforthem;8allo therebycaſily learnewho 
© arethe moſt affeRed to them,and to their ſide;tor without queſti- 
on they thar afford them mo(t mony in this kind. moſt rehefe, that 
: feaſt their bodies beſt, may. be yeilded their beſt freinds; and thc 
- Kings greateſt Enemies:- This is all Thad. to ſay, nowthe Lord 
- give youalla right.yunderſtanding 1n altthiigh, Amen... . 
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
